Not Only Ornamental But Have Great 
Monetary Value 


The maple tree. the leaf of’ whicn 
is the naticnal emblem of Canada, is 
only 2 notably fine ornamental 
tree. but also has a unique monetary 
value apart from its value as lumber, 
for the production of maple syrup and 
maple sugar in Canada this was 
1.262315 gallons of syrup valued at 
$1,559,628. and 5.785130 pounds of 
sugar with a value of $499,713, the 
eomb'ned value being $2,059.341. Most 
of the maple syrup and maple sugar 
produced in Canada comes from the 
Province of Quebec, with Ontario in 
second place. Small quantities are 
produced in Nova Scotia and New 
3runswick. These products are de- 
rived from millfons of maple trees 
which are tapped in the month of 
March each year.

Facts About Wireworms 

Among the many excellent papers 
delivered at the World's Grain Exhi- 
bition and Conference in Regina wes 
one by Prof. E. H, Strickland on the | 
“Biology of Prairie-Inhabiting Wire- 
worms.” It seems that from the days 
of the Pharoahs wireworms have been 
a problem, There are many species, 
and writers have frequently failed to 
specify what one they were discussing. | 
Moreover, the species studied in Al-| 
berta have proven in certain respects 
exceedingly diverse in their behaviour, 
although quite regular in some other | 
phases, such as the period of pupa- 
tion, which is' the latter part of July. 
In the pupa stage they are very fra- 
gile, and the stirring of any except) 
caked soil will then destroy nearly all | 
of them. Ploughing or other thorough | 
disturbance of friable summerfallow in 
late July is therefore a quite complete | 
means of killing that particular gen- 
eration although ineffectual against | 
the worms resulting from several pr¢-! 
vious incubations. 

“Experiments,” says the 
“jndicate that unless the soil contains 
about 15 per cent of its water-holding 
capacity wireworms practically cease 
to feed. They feed with increasing | 
rapacity as moisture is increased till 
it approaches saturation. With regard | 
to temperature we have obtained the 
heaviest feeding at around 78 deg.F. | 
and very little at above 85 deg.F. or 
below 70 deg.F.” Even in the worst 
infested fields losses from wireworms 
may be insignificant in seasons during 
which moisture and temperature Con- 
ditions are unfavorable to their feed- 
ing They simply observe @ more or

GRADED CANADIAN CHEESE 


Almost 113,000,000 pounds of cheese, 
or approximately 93 per cent of the 
total cheese production in Canada 
during 1982, were graded. of this

GUARDING CANADA'S BORDER 


Some idea of one phase of the work 
of the Division of Foreign Pests Sup- 
pression of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture may be gained from the 


report just issued. During the past 
year 43,542,712 plants, originating in 
}27 different countries and valued at 


| $1,014,071 were imported into Canada, 
and were inspected by officers of the 
| Division in order to prevent the in- 
troduction of pests or plant disease 
into the Dominion. This work in- 
| volved a total of 11,160 separate in- 
|spections and the issuance of 10,688 
mits. Insect pests or plant dis- 
eases were found in 1,607 importa- 
tions, brown-tail moth, European ear- 
wig, pine shoot moth, scale insects of 
various kinds, bulb flies, weevils, 
| zreenhouse pests, gladiolus and tulip 
diseases, basal rot of narcissus, hya- 
|cinth yel’ows and crocus fusarium be- 
ing the serious menace. Fifty- 
jtwo permits were refused in connec- 
|tion with requests to import prohibit- 
ed material and in twenty-nine in- 
stances prohibited stock. entering 
without a permit, was seized. Proposed 
importations of potatoes were reject- 
ed on three occasions and one impor- 
jtation of potatoes was seized by the 
inspectors and destroyed. Parcel post 
|importations examined at the various 
| ports totalled 4.209 packages, com- 
| prising 468,044 plants for 3,699 con- 
signees. One hundred and _ twenty- 
three of these importations were re- 
fused entry from 104 shippers on 
account of irregular certification,

CATTLE, WHEAT AND HONEY 


This year has witnessed the hea- 
viest exports of cattle to Great Britain 
in seven years. Up to October 5, 
when 2112 head were shipped, in- 
cluding 200 from the port of Churc- 
hill in Hudson Bay, the number ex- 
ported was well over the 40,000 mark. 
At the same time. other agricultural 
products from the West passed thru 
Churchill, 307,000 bushels of wheat: 
17 tons of Saskatchewan honey: 1,100 
pounds of dried égg powder, and 150,- 
000 feet of sawn timber forming part 
of the cargo of the vessel that car- 
ried the cattle.

| The number of agricultural poisons 
registered under the Agricultural 
| Pests Control Act last year was 362, 
ja number slightly more than in the 
| preceding year. The poisons consist- 
\ed of insecticides, fungicides, disinfec- 
|tants, rodent poisons, weed killers, 
ete. The act is administered by the 
| Dominion Entomological Branch and 
| with the Dominion Division of Botany 
jin checking new preparations. The 
‘administration of the Act involves re- 
viewing the latest world-legislation 
|relating to insecticide and fungicide 
control, and the study of literature 
covering new preparations which will 
probably be offered for sale in Canada 
in the ensuing year.
